HE D ENOCKED COLD BY BILLY MYERS IN 
THIRTY-TWO ROUNDS. 


‘The St. Louis Lightweight Proves No Match 


for the Illinois Boxer—A Lively Mill in a 
Lonely Spot This Moraing—The Fight in 
Detail. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisParTcn. 

BLOOMINGTON, III., December 29.—The 
fight between Charley Daly of St. Louis 
and Billy Myers of Streator, III., with 
small gloves to a finish. came off last night 
at 12 o'clock, at . Woodford, a 
small town on the [Illinois Oen- 
tral Railway, about thirty miles 
north of Bloomington. The authorities 
all over this section of Illinois were on the 
alert with the intention of stopping the 
fight if they could, but for once the 
officials were completely thrown off 
the scent by the sports. A 
special train was chartered by the Dlinois 
Central Railway representative here for 
the use of a party of gentlemen said to be 
going out to a meeting of hunters. It was 
intended to have the fight at Minonk, but 
the

there refused to let the building for the 
contest, and the train went south to a lit- 
tle station called Woodford where the 
load of sports was emptied. Both Dalyand 
Myers were promptly on the ground 
and in splendid condition. Odds were 
freely offered on Daly. At 12:30 o’clock 
this morning time was called and the 
slugging match began. To the surprise 
of all, Myers proved himself the better 
man from ithe start, and forced 
the fighting. With the small gloves they 
used, he dealt the St.Louis man blow after 
blow with the precision and power of a 
trip hammer. 

Thirty-two rounds were fought, Daly 
getting the worst of the fight in every 
round. In the last round Daly was 
knocked completely out by a tremendous 
swinging blowon theneck. There was 
no claim of foul, and it was a square vic- 
tory for the Streator man. 

Myers is four pounds heavier than Daly, 
but is a new man in the ring. He will un- 
dertake to knock out Tommy Warren, the 
champion light-weight, in the near 
future. 

BILLY MYERS 
is 27 years old and has never been consid- 
ered a professional. He is a native of 
Illinois and of Irish descent. He is edu- 


cated and his parents rich, and he is 
the last man to be picked out of a crowd 
as a fighter. 

This is his third battle. He, knocked 
out Paddy Welch of Chicago on two dif- 
ferent occasions. Bloomington money 
backed Daly, and it is said 
the fraternity of this city and 
of St. Louis lost thousands of dollars. 
Daly went into the fight the favorite by 
great odds, and that he should be com- 
pletely paralyzed in a square battle by a 
new manisone of the greatest surprises 
that the admirers of pugilism here 


have received for many years. Not a foul} 


was cleitmed by either side in the whole 
thirty-twa rounds, and there is not any 
excuse for the knovk-out except that 
Myers is much the better man. Myers 
bere 4 on the scales at 142 pounds and Daly 
at 138. 

DALY RUSHED CONSIDERABLY 
through the fight, and Myers kept on the 
defensive until the critical moment. 
Frank Schuck of the Globe-Democrat, 
St. Louis, and S. 8. Mokay, 
were referees. Jack Cain was time- 
keeper. The fight lasted two hours 
and eight minutes, and took place in a 
large billiard hall. Tickets were sold at 
$, and more than one hundred 
spectators were admitted. Myers 
got two black eyes, but was not 
otherwise hurt. He was apparently fresh 
at the end of the thirty-second round. 
Daly got a slit in his lip, but was not badly 
punished.

A PRETTY GIRL, AGED FOURTEEN YEARS, 
BURNED TO DEATH 


While on a Debauch with a Negro Coachman 


Tragedy Reveals an Awful Story of De- 
pravity. ? 


A case of terrible depravity was brought to 
light last evening in an accidental manner. A 
woman calied at the Third District Police 
station and reported that her daugh- 
ter, Laura Belle Varley, alias Warm- 
bold, 14 years of age, had ieft 
her home, No. 1719 Morgan street, yesterday 
morning, in company with Lena Stumpf, alias 
Hull, a girl about 18 years of age. She stated 
that the Stumpf girl had a very bad reputa- 
tion, and that she feared that she had taken 
her child away for no good purposes. 
Shortiy after she. had left, the police 
learned that the missing girl had been badly. 
burned at Robert E. Carr’s stable, No. 8130 
Lucas avenue, and had been sent to the City 
Hospital. It appears that at 6:45 p. m., while 
Officers Leyden and Nace of the Fifth District 
were passing along Compton avenue they 
heard screams from a girl and saw 
her rolling about in the snow 
on the street on Compton avenue, between 
Lucas and Washington avenues, her clothing 
allin flames. Rushing up to where she was 
lying they took off their overcoats and wrapt 
her in them, extinguishing the flames, with | 
the assistance of a couple of citizens. One of 
them was Dr. Brokaw, of No. 8200 Lucas 
Avenue.

Carlisle on Tariff Legislation. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 
WasntneTon, D. C., December 29.— 
Speaker Carlisle does not think there will 
be any legislation to reduce the surplus. 
The time is now too short, he says, and 
there is too great a disagreement on both 
sides of the House to enable it to pass any 
measure looking to cutting down taxa- 
tion. Said he, “The Republicans are 
united only upon the resistance to the 
consideration of the Morrison bill. If any 
proposition to reduce taxes were to be 
offered on the Republican side, there 
would instantly be developed as much of 
a division over there as there is 
among the Democrats over the Morri- 
son proposition.“ He said further 
‘‘the American people cannot be 
made to realize the situation until it is 
upon them. There is hardly ever any 
legislation passed with regard to a dis- 
tant future. The emergency must be di- 
rectly at handin order to awaken the 
public sentiment necessary to force needed 
legislation. The payment of the 38-per- 
cent bonds will go on all through the 
pending fiscal year. This will cut into 
the surplus some and relieve the financial 
world. The people have at present no 
means of realizing the evil effects of this 
needless piling up of money in the Treas- 
ury. But when next year comes, and 
when we have no bond payments to make, 
then the people will very soon be made to 
feel the burden, and Congress will be 


called on to act at once. Under the pres- 
sure of possible financial stringency the 


discordant elements in Congress will be 


forced to harmonize.”’ 

„Do you think much, if anything, will 
be done besides the passage of the appro- 
priation bills?’’ 

Not much, The House will undoubt- 
edly ratify the interstate commerce prop- 
osition as soon as it reaches it, if it passes 
the Senate.

TIRED OF LIFE, 


CAROLINE HEUNING, A WOMAN OF THE 
TOWN, COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Her Intimates Implicate Charles Thomas, 
an ‘Intelligence Office’ Keeper, in a 
Horrible Case of Procuring—They De- 
clare That He Sends Innocent Girls to 
Dens of Infamy—The Police to Investi- 
gate Thomas. 


The Coroner this evening held an inquest on 
the body of Caroline Henning; alias Lena 
Brown, the woman who was found dead last 
evening in herroom at the European Hotel, 
No. 420 South Fourth street. About 8 
o’clock Sunday evening she came in with 


George Kopf, a butcher in the northern part 
ol the city and they were registered as George 
Kopf and Lady’’ and assigned aroom. After 
remaining a few hours, Kopt left 
the hotel] stating to the proprietor 
that he had not beea home for three or four 
days, and intended to go there. Monday even- 
ing the woman told the proprietor that she 
wanted to remain in the room that night, and 
that ‘‘George’’ would pey for it. e was 
allowed to keep it, and before going up- 
stairs asked for and was given a Klass of 
water. No more was seen of her until 4:20 
o’clock last evening, when the chambermaid 
in fixing up the rooms discovered that 
the woman’s room was locked. 
Getting in through a window the woman 
was found on the bed dead. The giass, in the 
bottom of which was a whitish powder, was 
found inthe room with her. It was imme- 
diately concluded that it was morphine and 
that she had committed suicide, 
CAROLINE HENNING 

was the woman’s right name and she came 
here a year ago last October and hired out as a 
domestic in the house, No. 212 Poplar street. 
She soon tired of work, however, and became 
a regular inmate ofthe house. She afterward 
went to live gn Sixth street, then on Third 
and Pop streets, and finally at 
129 Poplar street. There she met Kopf and be- 
came infatuated with him. She was put out of 
the house because she would not give him up 
and went to live at 107 North Thirteenth street; 
Sunday night she left there and went to the 
hotel with him and he advertised for 
a position for her as a domestic. 
She did not appear to like the lifeshe was 
leading and seemed anxious to get out of it. 
She came here from Mt. Olive, III., where 
she has a brother living. The unfortunate girl 
was 22 years of age, and rather comely in ap- 
pearance. On three or four previous occa- 
sions she made attempts to do away with her- 


elf. 
fhe verdict was suicide. 
TERRIBLE REVELATIONS. 

Atthe inquest Bertha Meier, an inmate of 
the house No. 212 Poplar street, gave some 
testimony that is very damaging to a keeper 
of an intelligence office in the elty. 
She testified that the woman came 
to this country from Germany about three 
years ago and that about a year ago came to

she was a temperate girl, 

ANOTHER CASE. 

While the Meler woman was giving her tes- 
timony another woman who accompanied 
her, stated to Police Officer E Fox 
that she was also sent to the house 
by Thomas, who misinformed her of 
its character. She said it was a long while 
ago, however. and that she did not care to 
speak about the matter now. She is known 
as Pauline.“ Both she and the Meier woman 
claim that when they went there they were 
innocent German girls, knowing little of this 
country or the life they were entering upon. 
The same, they claim, was the case with the 
deceased. 

The verdict was suicide by morphine poison- 


ing.

THE ARCHITECTS 


Are by No Means Jubilant Over the Business 
of the Year 1888.

PORK-PACKING, 


The Profits Were Satisfactory but Business 
in Falling Of. 


A review of the business done during the 
year of 1886 in the pork-packing trade will 
not show much advance for the city. In 
fact it will show a marked falling off from 
the business of the year preceding. This 
deterioration is accounted for in many 
ways, for while the profits in the business 
for the year have been quite satisfactory, 


it is painfully evident that St. Louis asa

newer and more western centers. Dur- 
ing the year two of the largest pork-pack- 
ing establishments in the city have ceased’ 
to do business here. One, W. G. Bartle

Louis and locate at Springfield, Mo.

Nzw Ton, December 29.—There died 
at 7 o’olock Monday evening at 53 East 
One Hundredth and. Twentieth street, a 
man, who, under the nameof William 
Stuart, has by the various powers of his 
tongue and pen been one of the most en- 
tertaining and interesting figures of New 
York life for more than a quarter of a 
century. Everybody knew, or knew of, 
Will Stuart. His life extends over a 
period of nearly seventy years, from the 
time when he was born of one of the old- 
est families of the County Galway in Ire- 
land. His father’s name was O'Flaherty, 
and the child was christened Edmund. 
He was was educated and passing from 
the tutelage of the county priests, 
was placed at Eton College. After his 
course at Eton was completed, he was sent 
to the Continent to finish his education, 
and under the guidance ofthe good doc- 
tor, who afterwards became Cardinal 
Wiseman, he visited Italy, Greece and 
the Holy Land. The young collegian then 
returned to Ireland. He was after this 
made Chief Commissioner of the Income 
Taxes, and is heard of as Secretary to the P 
Duke of Newcastle; again as representing 
the district of Dungarvan in the House of 
Parliament, and finally is married to the 
beautiful Lady Joselyn, daughter of the 
Earl of Cooper, and the step-daughter of 
Lord Palmerston.

Dr. A. McLane Hamilton, and another 
insanity expert, They were waiting for 
Mrs. Welatha A. Emmons, the rich 
woman, the stories of whose. freaks have 
filled American, and lately English, 
newspapers.

Everything went smoothly until the pro- 
fessor asked his wife to go ashore with 
him. Then she looked squarely at him 
and said excitedly: I know your game. 
You want me to go ashore so that you 
can lock me up again, don’t you? Well, 
I’ll be — if Tu go.’’ Prof. Emmons did 
his best to quiet her, and in a few minutes 
she talked calmly enough, but no 
amount of persuasion would induce her 
to land. As he had no legal means of 
forcing her off the ship he was 
at last obliged to go ashore with only the 
insanity experts for company.

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GETTING SERIOUS. 


THE DISCONTENT AMONG THE KNIGHTS OF 
LABOR SPREADING. 


Protest Against the Alleged legal Action of 
the Richmond Convention——Extension of 
the Terms of Officers and Increase of Sal- 
aries Cause the Trouble—A New District to 
Be Formed in New York-—Powderly and 
the Socialists. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New Tonk, December 29.—There is now 
no doubt that a demand will soon be made 
on General Master Workman Powderly of 
the Knights of Labor to call a meeting of 
the General Assembly, and it will be 
signed by district assemblies in Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri, Texas, Colorado, Michi- 
gan, New York, New Jersey, Connecticut 
and Pennsylvania. The cause of the 
call is based on the charge of the illegality 
of the extension of the terms of office 
of the General Master Workman and 
other members of the Executive Board, 
the division of tne office of secretary- 
treasurer, the increase of salaries of 
officers, the increase in the number 
of the board, and several other matters 
connected ‘with the recent convention at 
Richmond, and which a large number of 
members of the order consider illegal. 
Wo have a General Master Workman,’’ 
yesterday said a knight, who was a dele- 
gate to the last General Assembly, ‘‘but 
not by virtue of his election in Richmond. 
He is holding over from his last term of 
office. Itis doubtful, however, if he will 
call the extra session or not. No. 49 is 
against it and it seems to me that what it 
does not want does not happen. The 
majority 6f the delegates to Richmond 
went there instructed to vote against the 
extension of the tenure of office and the 
increase of salary. They thought ‘they 
had defeated both, and went home 
the Saturday night before the 
final adjournment. The following 
Monday the matter was reconsidered and 
both time and salaries were increased, It 
was one of the most barefaced deals ever 
perpetrated in a labor organization. The 
minority were unable to prevent it. 
Whether the special session can rectify 
the evil remains to be seen. I am afraid 
of this session, for on it will hinge the fate 
ofthe order. Atthe worst, the order can 
only dissolve, but that will not be the last 
of the labor movement. Some of the 
trade districts will unite with the new 
Federation of Trades, and there may 
grow up two organizations instead of the 
Knights of Labor.“ 

INDEPENDENT ACTION. 
A member of the new Montauk District, 
or the Long Island Knights,” said: We 
have proof that the suspended assembles 
in New York will take independent action 
to form a new district in that city. We 
consider ourselves even outside of the or- 
der. Our charter has not been granted, 
nor have we had any reply to our oom- 
munication ag our ultimatum. 
Weare going forward in the work ot or- 
ganization and will issue our own char - 
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below as showing what Mr. Powderly 
thinks of the Socialists in New York who 
belong to the order and are prominent 
leaders in District 49 to-day: 

The curse of the Knights of Labor has 
come from*the promptness with which ac- 
knowledged leaders of the socialistic ele- 
ment have put themselves forward at 
meetings, and, while speaking, plainly 
hinted atthe muskets and gatling gun 
as the remedy for labor griey- 
ances. Many of the men who 
advocate these principles (of Socialism) 
do not understand them, nor do they care 
to understand them. They set forth the 
idea and convey the impression that the 
only weapons by which labor can hope to 
secure the desired reforms are the knife 
and bludgeon. Men may entertain such 
ideas as they pleuase—they may advocate 
them if they please, but they should not 
seek, under the cloak of the Knights of 
Labor, to promulgate such doctrines and 
make the order responsible for them. 
I claim the right to differ 
as tothe means best calculated to bring 
about the reform of them, and am willing 
to respect the opinions of others, but un- 
til the Knights of Labor adopt the shot- 
＋ as their chief weapon I will vigorous- 

object to allowing advocates to step to 
the front at all meetings gotten up in the 
interests of labor. They must not be per- 
mitted to advocate blood and fire, and yet 
prociaim themselves to be the mouth 
pieces of the labor cause.“ 

REMOVING ERRONEOUS IMPRESSIONS. 

“The conduct and language of these 
men have caused the clergymen to regard 
us with an eye of suspicion and it will re- 
quire strenuous efforts on our part to re- 
move erroneous impressions concernin 
us. Itis my firm and honest belief tha 
as vast as is this country, as broad and 
extensive as is its territory, there is not 
room enough within its borders for the 
exercise of a single rifle. have 
no respect for the man or men who 
will flaunt their accursed red flag and

THREE DEATHS. 


Caused by the Accident at Heim’s Brewery 
in East St. Louis. 


The accident at Heim’s brewery. East 
St. Louis, reported in the Post-DispaTcH 
last evening, proved fatal to three work- 
men. At the time the roof gave way, 
precipitating the new water-tank into the 
freezing-room, four workmen were em- 
ployed theré. John Kieffner, aged 23 
years, and single, fell with the crash and 
was crushed to death. Clem. Beve- 


lot, J. J. Powell, James Turner 
and John Burke were caught in the de- 
bris, and saturated with the ammonia 
solution, several hundred gallons of which 
oured from the crushed tank in the 
reezing room. A pew of employes of 
the brewery hurried to the assistance of 
the unfortunate workmen. Kieffner was 
found dead having probably been killed 
in the fall. Powell and Turner were 
burned by the fiuid. Turner was taken 
out of the ruins in an unconscious condi- 
tion, and died at 9 o’clock last 
night of hemorrhage of the lungs 
caused by inhaling the ammonia. 
John Burke was also insensible when dis- 
covered. He had two ribs broken and 
was badly burned. At5o’clock he died 
of his injuries. Burke was a single man, 
30 years of age. Bevelot had his left le 
broken by a falling timber, and suffer 
from inhaling ammonia. J. J. Powell es- 
caped the falling mass, but inhaled the 
ammonia fumes, He will probably recov- 
er. The unfortunate men were em loyed 
by the Consolidated Ice Company of Chi- 
cago, which was building an ammo- 
nia ice machine for e brewery. 
A water tank with a ca ty of 20,000. 
allons had been er on the roof of 
e freezing room. The roof and tanks 
were held up by iron supports which sud- 
denly gave way under the additional 
weight during a test of the appliances 
yesterday causing the sad accident. The
